It moft be» indeed, confeffedy that many excel- 
lent pent Jiate exerdfed their talentt upon this 
iubjed; bat yet notwithftanding the different 
inannec in which they have treated it» I dare fayi 
there will be found fuch a holy warmth animating 
this piece throughout, thaty as The Guardian 
has obfer?ed of divine poet rf^ nase fiall find a kind 
^refuge in our pkafure, and our dtverfion *miU 
become our Afety, 

Having thus given a faithful acconnt of thefe 
valuable remains, there is another natural piece 
9f juAice fiill due to the memory of the author. 
In the firft place, by giving forae account of his 
laro^y, to clear him from the afperfiona of fana^ 
ticifm^ which have been generally caft on him 
through a notorious raiftake; and in the next 
place, to defend the genuinenedl of his writiogt 
from the injurious treatment of thofe* who have 
either through malice or ignorance afcribed fome 
of them to other perfons. 

The true account of his &mily, is as follows^ 
viz, Mr Vomfrefs father was reiftor of Luton in 
Bedfordjbirct and himfelf was preferred to the 
living of Maiden in the fame county. He was 
liberally educated at an eminent grammar fchool 
in the country, from whence he was fent to the 
yatCvtex^ly Q^ Cambridge, but of what college he 
was entered I know notr There ^e wrote m^ft 
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•f bis poetical compofitions* took the degrree t>f 
anafter of arts, and very earif accomplilhed him* 
Iclf in moft kinds of polite Hteratare. 

It was (bortly after his leaving the uniTerfityi 
that be was preferred to the living of Maiden a* 
bove mentioned ; and fo far ^as he from being 
in the leaft t^ndured v/iih /anatici/m, that I have 
often heard him. exprefs bis abhorrence of the de- 
ft rudtive tenets maintained by thofe people, both 
againft our religiont and civil rights* 

This imputation » it feems» was caft on him by 
there having been one of his Sur-name» tho' not 
any way related to him» a diflenting Teacher, who 
died not long ago * : So far diftant from the accu* 
iation, were Ibe principtes of this excellent Man. 

About the year 1705. Mr Pnnfret came up to 
Londcn^ for iafiituti^n, and indu^ion, into a te* 
ry confiderable living ; but was retarded for fome 
time by a difguft taken by Dr Henry CompUn^ 
then Bifhop of L$tidon, at thefe four lines, in the 
dofe of his poem intitled the Choice.
